The Sulphur Mines of Sicily, 


ll'opular Science Monthly.) 


In Sicily at the end of the middle Mio- 


cene period, ths sulphur-bearing was raised, 
and hikes were formed in which occurred 
the deposition of sulphur and its accompan- 
ing gypsum, tripoli, and silicious limestone. 
Tue sulphur rock is composed of sulphur and 
marly limestone, the sulphur being some- 
times die-^rainated through the limestone, 
and at others forming thin alternate layers 
with it 
These aulphur-baaring seams are 


often separated by layers of black marl, 
twenty inches thick, some se'ims attaining a 
thickness of twenty-eight feet 
The total 


aggregate thickness of the sulphur seams 
reaches 100 feet in one case, but the average 
total la ten to twelve feet only. 


Almost all the Sicilian is carried to the 


surface on boys' bucks, consequently it does 
not pay to work below about 400 feet, as it 
then becomes necessary to employ hauling 
machinery. Hence the deposits lying be- 
low that horizon are hardly touched, and 
as many of the beds are nearly vertical, and 
do not diminish in yields as thoy descend, 
the still untouched resources must be very- 
great. Various estimates have been made 
as to the period for which tho supply will 
last at the present state of consumption; 
these range 
from fifty to two hundred 


vears. There are said to be about 250 mines 
.n the island.
